with the Impreffions of a Moydore,« ſtampt 
on each piece, Praying the ſaid Blear( being 
a Gold-Smith) to give him directions to 
Guild them fover after they were Coyn'd ; 


that Blear ask'd him what uſe he deſign'd em P 


for, who ſaid that he{defign'd to leave them 
in a, Friends Houſe in the Country to keep, 
and ko employ two cther Friends to go at 
Night and to Robb that Houſe, and after- 
| wards to get Satisfaction from the Country; 
that Blear belug reſolr'd to Proſecute the 
Priſoner, gave him all ſthe Encouragement 
he required : That the Priſoner fell toWork 
and Immediotly Coyn'd about ſivty Moydores 


of Block-Tinn, that when he was Coyning 
the ſame, the ſaid Blear wen out of the Room 


and defired the Landlord to go and ſee the 
ſaid Mac-ſhane at Work, for that ne was re- 
ſolved to acquaint the Government, and to 
Proiecute the Priſoner and ſeveral others of 
his Confedrates, that accordingly the faid - 
Short went into the Room and did take

tberſecond Evidence was the ſaid 
Short who being Sworn ſaid, tbat ac- 
\Acording to the ſaid Blears directions 
Ve dent to ſee the Priſoner work,that 
be obſerved bim coyning ſome Moy- 
dors, And that after be had doneC0 
Ine ing that he hada ſmall Bottle with 
ſome red fluff and a Feather, where 
with be Colloured the ſaid Moydors 
and as faſt as he rulbd or colloured 


them that be put them to dry, That

were for, who anſwered that thy were 
for ſome Gentlemen sn tbe country to

that the Priſoner was to pay bim ten 
ounds to learn bim the true Art of
